Editorial — BY B R l ( E BIOSSAT 
We haven't read any reports by 
management specialists

them up all day without, anything 
to do and expect them to behave 
If they get restless, they can’t turn 
on TV or pick up a book 
What he seem s to be saying is 
that you’ve got to plan your dog’s 
day, to keep him busy. 
“Leave him a bone to gnaw on," 
says Harbison to those who would 
thoughtlessly leave the hound home 
alone in a room. 
The penalty 
for ignoring the 
dog’s need for attention is that 
man’s best friend, moved by pent 
up energy and perhaps a spirit of 
revenge, attacks the leg of the first 
friend he sees. 
More often than 
not it’s, the mailman.

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Married Couples Advised 
To Figure Tax Both Ways 
To Get Best Return

WASHINGTON IP'—Married coil 
pies usually can save money by 
filing a joint return instead of 
separate returns for their federal 
income tax. The only sure w ay to 
WU which method costs less is to 
figure the tax both ways. 
The law aUows you to file either 
jointly or separately in any year, 
whichever way you select. In nth 
er words, you are not bound to 
file jointly this year just because 
you did last year 
The same blank forms are used 


whether you file jointly or sepa 
rately 
Generally, if the combined 
income of husband and wife was 
less than $5,000, you can make the 
choice between the simple card 
Form 1040A or the longer Form 
1040. 
If your income was $5,000 or 
more, you must file on Form 1040. 


There are certain situations in 
which joint filings are forbidden 
These 
happen 
in 
relatively 
few 
cases, but should be remembered 
They are 
If you were divorced or 
legally separated on or before Dec. 
31, 1956; if you are married to a 
1 non-citizen who does not live in 
this country; or if you and your

both must sign

In filing a joint return you add 
both the husband’s and the wife's 
income 
and list the exemptions 
and deduction (standard or item 
' ired) to which both are entitled 
Special tax rates are provided for 


I calculating the tax you owe if you 
file jointly. The rates are figured 
as if your joint income uere split 
in half and you each paid the tax 
on one half. 
Keep in mind if you file separate 
returns that if one of you itemizes 
his or her deductions the other 
must also itemize. 
Whether filing jointly or sepa 
rately, if you compute your tax 
and find you owe more tax, attach 
a check or a money order for the 
full amount due. 
Make it payable 
to “ Internal Revenue Service’’ and 
send it with your return to the 
director of internal 
revenue for 
your district. 
Selling a House 
When you file jointly, you attach 
both the husband’s and the wife’s 
forms W-2 to the joint return. 
If 
your returns are separate, attach 
the right form to the right return. 
One tax item which affects coil 
pies more often than it affects 
individuals it buying or selling a 
house. 
As a general rule, if you sell 
your home or any other personal 
property, such as stocks or bonds, 
tj you must pay a tax on the profit 
you make 
There is an exception 
which applies 
in certain 
cases 
where you sell your residence. 
If you sold your home during 
1956 for a higher price than you 
paid in buying it and making im 
provements on it. you need not 
pay a tax on the profit if you buy 
another home within 12 months 
and pay as much or more for the 
new one as you got for the old one 
If you sold your home and are 
building a new one—rather than 
buying an existing home—you have 
18 months instead of 12 
If you buy a new home for less 
than you sold the old one. you 
must pay tax on part, or all, of 
the profit from selling the old 
If 
you owned the old home for more 
than six months, the tax may be 
at lower rates. 
Report all of this in detail on a 
separate tax form, called Schedule 
D, and summarize it on Page 3 of 
Form 1040.

Reports Need 
For Expansion 


House Proposal 
Asks Probe of 
Power Rates 


SPRINGFIELD 'tf'-A 
aouthem 
Illinois representative called today 
for a legislative investigation of 
electric power rates in the south 
em third of the state and the pos­ 
sible effect of these rates on eco­ 
nomic growth of the area. 
Rep, Bert Baker (D-Benton) in 
trodueed a House resolution to au­ 
thorize 
the investigation 
by a 
House committee of five members 
from districts in the southern third 
of the state. 
“The committee shall investigate 
the cost of electricity and power 
. . . the difference in cost in this 
area and the cost in other areas 
of this and other adjacent states 
. . . and to what extent the cost 
of power and electricity is reflect­ 
ed in higher prices . . 
the reso­ 
lution said. 
Baker said a number of both 
Democratic and Republican repre­ 
sentatives joined bibi in sponsoring 
the resolution. 
Under the resolution if passed, 
the committee also would attempt 
to find to “ what extent the cost of 
power and electricity is a factor in 
causing industries and businesses 
to cease operation in this area, and 
to what extent said cost is other­ 
wise affecting and impeding the 
economic growth and development 
of the area.” 
The committee would have sub­ 
pena power and would report its 
findings by May 15. 


WASHINGTON TP—The Atomic 
Energy Commission 
said today 
that A bomb and H-bomb produc­ 
tion is swelling at a rate that ne 
cessitates 
multi million-dollar ex 
mansion of its farflung weapons 
plant. 
It 
also 
reported 
“ new 
design 
principles” —stemming 
from 
last 
(year’s H-bomb tests—“ which will 
lead to more efficient weapons that 
can be more effectively employed ” 
This apparently means the once 
outsize hydrogen weapon has been 
tailored to missiles and bombs for 
a variety of military uses other 
than mere destruction of citiea. 
The commission also claimed “a 
notable advance” toward nuclear 
propulsion of aircraft. For the first 
time. it said, a turbojet plane en­ 
gine was powered with atomic heat 
in a ground test. 
These 
were 
highlights 
of the 
AEC’s 21st semiannual report in 
which it said “ significant prog­ 
ress” was made in the last six 
months toward fulfillment of Pres­ 
ident 
Eisenhower’s 
international 
atoms for peace program. 
As a special feature the commis­ 
sion published a five-chapter report 
on “ radiation safety” In the U. S. 
atomic project. Although 331 per­ 
sons 
have 
received 
“overexpo­ 
sures” in the past 13 years, the 
project nevertheless has hung up a 
safety record "without parallel in 
industrial history,” the AEC said. 
Of the 331 persons, 290 received 
their overexposures from tha big 
H-bomb shot 
in the Pacific on 
March I, 1954. 
The other 41, two 
of whom died in 1945, received 
theirs in “ radiation incidents” at 
atomic installations in the United 
States. In this country no member 
of the public has been hurt by 
radiation. 
The United States still leads the 
free world in production of urani­ 
um, the atomic raw material. 
In 
the past half year it stockpiled 
more nuclear fuels and explosives 
than ever before in a like period.
